Daneff, who read the ultimatum 
to the Turks, offered to g ive until 
Monday to decide upon whether or not 
to accept it. 
Rechid Pasha said that

they offered to the allies. 
It is: 
“The deleg ates of the allied states 
having asked us to indicate a line of 
frontier that would serve as a basis 
for the neg otiations now' in prog ress, 
we have the honor to propose in re­ 
g ard to the vilayet of Adrianople the 
following rectification, which will con-, 
stitute a new territorial session: 
“The boundary line will start from 
the old frontier to the Arda river and 
continue to follow' the river as far as 
Adah, which is situated at the mouth 
of the River Suyndl Chai. an affluent 
of the Arda. and thence, leaving i ’u- 
mul Jun a to the east, frontier will ex­ 
tend to a point on Lake Burn Geulu 
(Lag os) following the direction to be 
fixed by the m ilitary deleg ates. 
“As reg ards Crete, the imperial g ov­ 
ernm ent will renounce to the g reat 
j>owers the Ottoman rig ht to the is­ 
land, whose status and future shall 
h i 
subm itted to the decision of the pow­ 
ers on condition that cession of no 
other islands shall be asked for.” 
When Rechid Pasha had finished 
reading this the allies asked for an ad­ 
journm ent 
to consider their reply. 
They were out for an hour and twenty- 
five minutes. 
On their return Al. Da­ 
neff read their ultimatum, which was: 
“The allied deleg ates see with re­ 
g ret that the Ottoman deleg ates take 
no account of the results of the war 
and believe that they wrould conse­ 
quently be justified in breaking off 
neg otiations. 
In order, however, to af­ 
ford fresh proof of their conciliatory 
spirit, they request the Ottoman dele­ 
g ates to make them at 4 o'clock on 
Monday a proposition containing :

Following are a few* startling state­ 
ments in an article on “Fire Preven­ 
tion In 
the Ilom e’’ by Fire Commis­ 
sioner Joseph Johnson of New York 
city in the Pictorial Review: 
“ If all the building s burned last year 
in the United States were set up side 
by side, on both sides of the road, they 
would line an unbroken avenue of dos 
olation which would reach from New 
York to Chicag o. 
Set up on one side 
of the road only, these burned wrecks, 
most of them silent monuments 
o f 
carelessness, would build a wall 2.000 
miles long every year, mind you! 
“And since 1.500 lives are lost and 
over 5,000 people seriously injured ev 
ery year you would find a dead and 
charred l>ody of a man. woman or little 
child every three-quarters of a mile as 
you walk along that stretch of wanton 
waste. 
( ¡et the picture well into your 
mind. 
“W hen you beg in your fig ht ag ainT 
fire iu your home tell these thing s to 
your husband and then add these fig ­ 
ures which affect his pocketbook. That 
is the way to make the men help you. 
If he is a business man or a farm er tell 
him this: 
“The loss by fire iu our forty-e’g ht 
states every year represents about 40 
per cent of the total unused United 
States g overnment receipts or total e x ­ 
penditures for a year or the net earn­ 
ing s of the American railways for a 
year. 
It represents 8 0 |>er cent of the 
United States internal revenue yearly 
receipts. 
In the last ten years the 
tire waste in the United States ex ceeds 
the amount of g old held in the United 
King dom, Austria. Hung ary, Italy and 
Spain. 
It exceeds the annual value of 
wheat, hay, rye and oats 
It is twice 
the annual value of our entire nation­ 
al corn crop. 
“The fire loss in America represents 
[>er capita as ag ainst 30 cents in Eu­ 
rope. 
Nothing to be very proud of. 
is i t r 
Commissioner Johnson 
further ex 
plains, particularly warning women: 
“ Portable g as stoves must of nei*ea- 
sity have rubber tubing attached ;o 
them, but it should be renewed every 
few months. 
Rubber is very scarce in 
this ag e and the quality none too g ood. 
The rubber tubing of g as stoves tie 
teriorates with ag e, often leaking or 
breaking outrig ht, allowing the g as to 
escape. 
This causes the worst kind of 
a fire, because it means an explosion 
as well, (las stoves should l>e connect 
ed with Iron tubing , not rubber, w her­ 
ever possible, even if the initial com 
is a little bit more. 
“ How often do you clean the g rease 
out of your g as oven? 
Ovens are fre 
quontly used for broiling purposes, and 
women have been burned to death by 
their clothes catching fire while trying 
to remove the burning meat from the 
oven. 
Many foolish wise women have 
thoug ht first of their meat and then of 
themselves and their home. 
In case 
your meat catches fire In the oven 
quickly turn off fhe g as and throw salt 
by the handful on the blaze, but do 
not use any water. 
The salt will put 
out the fire; you can scrape off the ex­ 
cess salt and the meat will still bo 
palatable. 
“Almost every country home lioasts 
of a larg e cellar and a spacious attic, 
both of them used as an out of the 
way place to store useless bits of 
broken furniture, rag bag s, old clothes 
and other inflammable articles. 
When 
the housewife wants to explore these 
rubbish heaps she takes a lig hted can­ 
dle or kerosene lamp, sometimes mere­ 
ly a Imx of matches, striking one aflci 
the other, throwing the dead ones 
aw ay as they g o out 
Where do they 
fall? 
She knows not. 
Neither does 
she care so long as she finds the par­ 
ticular piece of old carpet she is hui.f 
ing for. 
“As you read this these thing s may 
seem like trifles, but they are larg e 
enoug h when you recall the-fact that 
the most disastrous fires in years, the 
ones 
which 
have sw ept aw ay 
the 
g reatest num ber of human lives, have 
been started by the careless use of a 
match. 
The Triang le shirt waist fat* 
tory fire, which burned up 147 per­ 
sons, most of them young g irls, was 
started by the careless use of a match. 
The Equitable Life Assurance building 
fire, which g utted a city block and 
burned up a million dollars' worth of 
property, was caused by the careless 
use of a match. 
Do not arg ue that 
such a fire will happen but once in a 
lifetime. 
Surely this is enoug h. 
And 
remember 
that

burn to death but once, just as did 
those helpless young g irls In the Tri 
ang le shirt waist building .”
